COST BREAKDOWN 





DCCC has instituted a cost structure that provides 
for a set fee for the in-state, full-time student. This 
allows the most efficient means of predicting finan- 
cial aid needs, simplifying drop-add procedures, as 
well as providing a more realistic total cost figure for 
the student.
